All, Ladder, and others, and in his 2- and 3-year-old seasons was compelled 
to run against the best crop of horses of the century.

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Stallion Fees 


T is a matter for gratification to stallion own- 
ers that books have filled so readily this 
season. Many breeders have been surprised at the 
number of requests for services, for bookings are 
more numerous and much earlier than for several 
years. In the case of some of the more important 
sires, a number of seasons for 1937 have already 
been engaged, and this is a rare thing in 
America. 


It should also be a matter of gratification to 
mare owners that, despite the increased demand 
for the services of advertised stallions, there has 
been little disposition on the part of the owners 
of the horses to raise the fees. A check made 
last week showed that, of the stallions adver- 
tised in THE BLOOD-HORSE, there are 11 standing 
at higher fees than in 1935, and exactly the 
same number whose fees have been reduced. The 
increases, for the most part, have been legiti- 
mately ‘‘earned” by the records of the stallions, 
but some of the reductions were determined 
arbitrarily by the owners and were not dictated 
at all by necessity. Pompey, for instance, 
changed hands last fall and is now advertised at 
$750, a reduction of 25 per cent from his 1935 
fee of $1,000, whereas his record in 1935 did not 
in the least damage his reputation. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is glad to see that mare 
owners are again willing and able to accept the 
terms laid down by stallion owners, and is doubly 
glad to note that the latter are not taking undue 
advantage of the shift in their favor. 


There is an impression, common to some of 
the newcomers to Thoroughbred breeding, and 
to many who have had no connection with breed- 
ing at any time, that the fee paid for the services 
of a stallion is very much of a gamble, and that, 
by being a bit smarter than the average breeder, 
one may pick up a bargain and breed a champion. 

There is enough truth in that notion to furnish 
a grain of comfort to the breeder who wishes the 
most inexpensive seasons possible. But, taking 


the whole of the picture into consideration, one — 


must conclude that the stallion fee is more of 
an investment and less of a gamble than most 


of the expenses connected with the sport. For 
instance, consider the following 2-year-olds of 
1935, set down in the order they appear in the 
Experimental Handicap made by Jack B. Camp- 
bell, along with the fees at which their sires 
stood in 1932, the year they were begotten:

The above list includes the names of all 2- 
year-olds rated as high as 116 pounds by Mr. 
Campbell. It will be noted that only two of the 
sires represented, Ned Reigh’s and Maeriel’s, stood 
at fees lower than $500. The average of the 20 
stud fees specifically stated above is $1,017.50. 
The fee of *Bull Dog was not published during 
the season, as he was confined almost exclusively 
to Coldstream Stud mares. The fee of Man 0’ 
War has never been published, but it is generally 
understood to have been $5,000, with only a few 
seasons available outside of Faraway Farm. 


We are not trying to demonstrate that the 
average owner of the average mare should breed 
to high-priced stallions to the exclusion of stal- 
lions with less valuable reputations. But we are 
trying to show, and we believe the record will 
bear us out, that, by and large, the stallion fee 
is in proportion to the expectation. Further, we 
believe that money invested in a stallion fee is 
well invested, and that, whenever fees are within 
a reasonable range, as they are today, money 
so invested is as likely to return a fair profit 
as a Similar amount placed in any other legiti- 
mate enterprise.

Filly Stakes 


HE announcement of the stakes list for 

Churchill Downs’ spring meeting reveals 
that Col. Matt J. Winn has decided to leave the 
value of the Kentucky Derby at $40,000 added, 
and to increase the Clark Handicap, Bashford 
Manor Stakes, and Kentucky Oaks each from 
$2,500 to $5,000 added. For that decision he has 
the commendation of THE BLOOD-HORSE and of 
many owners and breeders. The Kentucky Derby 
is a great race and deserves to be made as rich 
as possible, but it should not be enriched to the 
extinction of lesser stakes. The doubling of the 
1935 value of the Kentucky Oaks is especially 
commendable, in view of the present necessity 
for adding to the opportunities available for fil- 
lies. So also is the action of the Jamaica and 
Aqueduct managements in restoring to the 
schedule the filly races which were among the 
first to be lost in the pinch of depression. 


Since there seems to be a growing disposition 
on the part of track executives to respond fav- 
orably to the present demand for more purses 
anc stakes exclusively for fillies, reader of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE may be interested in a few facts 
concerning the stakes races of 1935, by which 
a standard of comparison may be set up to judge 
the increase in filly stakes in 1936.

eight fillies and mares (19 2-year-olds, 24 3- 
year-olds, and 15 over 3 years) won stakes dur- 
ing 1935, against 172 colts and geldings which 
succeeded in stakes races. 

This last proportion, of one chance in four 
against colts, is far from a true one, since many 
of the 58 female stakes winners won against in- 
different competition at minor tracks. Perhaps 
the gravity of the situation may be made most 
plain by pointing out that if a single filly had 
swept every filly stakes last season in all age 
divisions, her winnings would have amounted to 
less than Omaha won, though the Gallant Fox 
colt was forced out of competition before the 
end of the season. 


DEATH OF R. W. CARTER 

Dr. R. W. Carter, 74, died July 5 at his home 
in Mount Holly, N. J. Dr. Carter, a veterinarian, 
was for many years employed by Pierre Lorillard, 
as trainer and manager of the Rancocas Stud, 
and in recent years had acted as adviser to F. 
Wallis Armstrong, prominent New Jersey breed- 
er. In 1877 Dr. Carter saddled Parole at Pimlico 
to win the Great Sweepstakes from Ten Broeck 
and Tom Ochiltree, in the race which so captured 
the public imagination that Congress adjourned 
to see it. Dr. Carter, a graduate of McGill Uni- 
versity, was born at Guelph, Ontario. He is sur- 
vived by his wife. 
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A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


ANUARY 5. A bright sunny day, and as 

all was well with the horses I loaded the 
family in the car and we set off to inspect some 
of the stallions and yearlings within a 50-mile 
radius. It seems strange to speak of yearlings 
again, but they all have birthdays on January 
1. I have often thought that if such a date as, 
say March 1, could be set as the birthday we 
would be a great deal better off, for our foals 
would be coming at a natural time. No doubt 
the winter tracks would not like it but that the 
breed would be the better there would be few to 
deny. On today’s trip I saw a goodly number of 
yearlings which appeared to be a better than 
average crop. I heard from several stallion 
owners the welcome news that the cash service 
question seems to be on the improve. 


JANUARY 6. Deluges of rain today helped 
clear away the snow, of which little now remains 
to be seen. As the horses were all indoors the 
blacksmith went over their feet, trimming a lit- 
tle here, shoeing one there, etc. The snow has 
left them all in good shape and he had little 
to do to them. Up at the training stable the 
easy-going air of winter is being thrown off, and 
I saw the trainer and his helpers getting the 
tack out and in readiness for starting the horses 
out under saddle. 


JANUARY 7. Up at the training quarters early 
this morning, expecting to see a few of the boys 
“buy a lot,” as we say when one falls off, but 
nothing of the kind occurred. There are 20 2- 
year-olds up there and 17 of them started their 
preparation for the serious business of their 
lives this morning. They were carefuly saddled 
up in the stalls and the boys put up inside. Led 
to the ring, they were walked about three times 
around the stable and then trotted, or jogged, 
seven times around. Our stable is enclosed only on 
the north side and has a single row of 30 stalls, 
facing the south, with the stalls divided into two 
blocks of fifteen each by an alleyway leading 
to the office and tack-room behind. The seven 
laps of the ring equal about 14 miles. The foot- 
ing is beach sand, which we find to be more prac- 
tical than tanbark, as it does not freeze. 


JANUARY 8. As the day was calm and dry, the 
farm staff took the opportunity to haul hay 
from some of the barns which will have a sur- 
plus to those which are getting short on hay. 
If this is done now we will not be running out in 
a blizzard, as once happened to us, causing the 
horse department to get cussed out, and rightly, 
by the farm gang. At Sleepy Hollow Stud we 
are happily situated in this respect, for the es- 
tate is departmentized under one general man- 
ager, each head being responsible for his own 
division, his help, and his results, and all pull 
together amicably for the common weal. 


JANUARY 9. The steers came in for some at- 
tention today, being inspected by a cattle ex- 
pert who was interested in our system of keep- 
ing them in the corrals and hauling our stable 
manure to them. The beasts were pronounced in 
excellent physical shape. The men have hauled 
a reserve of fodder down to them for use in bad 
weather, the last spell having used up all we 
had handy. The barren mares were gone over 
again today, three were treated a little, and two 


more had their shoes reset. I suppose some peo- 
ple think it foolish to shoe mares, but it has 
been our experience that if the front feet are 
shod the animals may be kept with less trouble, 
for a sore-footed mare will not forage like a 
sound one. Of course, some mares never have 
been shod, thus getting the tough hoof nature 
originally ordained for them. 


JANUARY 10. It is surprising at times how the 
little ones grow so fast. Today we have been 
changing some halters on the yearlings, taking 
off the foal halters and putting on small yearling 
halters. These we have made for us of plain 
strong leather and having only one place to ad- 
just them, that being the strap over the head. 
We have found that those halters having buckles 
on the nose-pieces, or on the chin pieces, or under 
the throat are very apt to be pulled open when 
the youngsters play in the paddocks and are fre- 
quently lost. A halter made with a reasonably 
small nose size and with a long enough head- 
piece does the i ate very well and few are lost. 


LEADING BREEDERS 


URING the last several years Arthur B. Han- 

cock, master of Claiborne Stud at Paris, Ky., 
and Ellerslie Stud at Charlottesville, Va., has 
assumed an undisputed place as the leading 
market breeder of Thoroughbreds in America. 
As such it was expected that he would soon 
rank as the country’s leading breeder. Prior to 
1935 he had ranked near the top for several 
seasons but had not reached the leadership. In 
1935 the horses bred by him not only won more 
money than those bred by any other breeder, but 
also won a greater number of races. In both 
categories he had a good margin over Cornelius 
Vanderbilt Whitney, whose stud at Lexington 
(formerly owned by his late father, Harry Payne 
Whitney) has for years led all private breeding 
establishments in number of winners and was the 
leader over all others in money won from 1926 
to 1934 inclusive. A total of 170 horses were on 
the list of those which contributed to Mr. Han- 
ceck’s leadership. The following statistics were 
published last week by Daily Racing Form. The 
leading breeders, by number of races won:

ODDS AND ENDS - 
The Old Man 


HIS scrivener had the pleasure of inspecting 

Man o’ War, Kentucky’s greatest tourist at- 
traction and generally conceded to be America’s 
outstanding Thoroughbred, in his paddock at 
Faraway Farms the other day. The “Old Man” 
never looked better and still is quite a horse. 
The way he levels down around the paddock en- 
courages the belief he might whip the best of 
’em today were he brought back to the races 
fit, despite his 19 years. His condition, like that 
of his sons Mars, Crusader, Boastwain, and 
American Flag, is a tribute to the skill of Har- 
rie B. Scott, manager of the Riddle-Jeffords 
place. When you watch Red’s sons running 
about the paddock and then see the Old Man 
turn on, you know he’s got something you never 
saw before. Now, his sons are all good or great 
horses, but they seem to be just jumping up and 
down when Red starts tearing up the sod. The 
Old Man levels closer to the ground than any 
other horse. His groom, Will Harbut, says, ‘He 
never gits his foots offen de ground. Dat’s how 
he beat all ’em other hosses.’”’ He has the size 
of a brewery horse and the alacrity of a polo 
pony. For speed we can find no comparison. 
His own name has become a household synonym 
for that commodity.

Keeneland 


EXINGTON is pretty proud of her new race 

track, at Keeneland. The writer has a theory 
that if people in the Blue Grass wouldn’t pay 
a nickel to take a short street-car haul to the 
races at the old Kentucky Association grounds, 
they cannot be expected to patronize the sport 
at the Keene place, several miles outside of town. 
But scarcely anybody around Lexington concurs 
in this theory, even though the old track flooded 
the town with passes and we understand the 
new one won’t. The first meeting should be good, 
for Lexingtonians are all anxious to see the sport 
at the new plant. Only the support of the horse- 
men and a fair break in the weather is needed. 
The organization is a non-profit one and deserves 
to succeed in reviving the sport in the cradle 
of the Thoroughbred. Figures on the attendance 
and turnover at Kentucky tracks in 1935 show 
an increase, and business is said to be on the 
uptrend. All of which is encouraging. 


A Good Year 


UVENILES and yearlings around Lexington 

are unusually well grown this year. Horse- 
men explain this by the exceptionally good grass 
crop of the season just passed. There is more 
nourishing bluegrass in this region now, in mid- 
winter, than in some of the droughty summers 
of recent years. The man in the street has scant 
knowledge of the expense and labor breeders 
put into their paddocks to acquire that tall, wav- 
ing, thick grass which some color-blind persons 
dubbed “blue.’”’ The writer seems to recall that 
not so long ago the late J. E. Madden and Col. 
E. R. Bradley traded grass seed from their farms, 
breeding it as carefully as they would horses, in 
an effort to improve the crop. Just as many of 
the ills of the Thoroughbred can be traced to the 
condition of the fields and grass, so also can the 
excellence of many others. Also contributing to 
the general good size and health of a majority

of the young horses in Kentucky is the relatively 
open winter. Excepting for the Christmas bliz- 
zard, there were few days when breeders couldn’t 
give their horses all the time outdoors they de- 
sired. 


Old Friends 


QUIPOISE is furnishing out nicely and as 

a stallion should at the C. V. Whitney Farm. 
The son of Pennant and Swinging now stands 
15.334 and weighs 1,150. Of course, he’ll never 
be as big as Man o’ War, which is 1614 hands 
and weighs 1,360. But he is large enough, as 
he so often proved. Another Whitney stallion 
which pleases the eye is Boojum, sire of Snark 
and of a filly which is one of the quickest of the 
stable’s newly-turned 2-year-olds. Peace Chance, 
which is about the same height as Equipoise and 
Boojum, also is furnishing out well, weighing 
1,100 at the writing. Over at Claiborne I was 
particularly impressed with Gallant Fox and 
Hard Tack. The Fox would have to rank as one 
of the best on conformation, while Hard Tack 
is very like Man o’ War, his sire.

ING SAXON, king of the milers in 1935, is 

wintering well at Golden Maxim Place, 
near Louisville. Pat Knebelkamp’s fast ex- 
plater has filled out considerably and seems in 
excellent health to begin training for the coming 
campaign. The son of Saxon probably will make 
his reappearance at Jamaica in April. He was 
Hawkins’ Hoss up to a mile on Long Island 
last year and will be pointed for all the major 
sprint stakes again. If the walk-up start or old 
fashioned barrier replaces the stalls, the Knebel- 
kamp performer will be even more formidable. 
He hates the stall gates. More than once, how- 
ever, he got a walk-up start when his rivals 
broke flat-footed, because of his bad post man- 
ners. He was usually odds-on and no starter 
wants to leave that kind. 


Dates in New York 


EW YORK’S racing season has been reduced 
by six days to 172 for the 1936 season. Bel- 
mont Park, as predicted, will switch fall dates 
and follow Aqueduct, instead of following both 
Aqueduct and Jamaica. If any organization suf- 
fers from this revision, it will be Jamaica. The 
Westchester Association is of the belief that a 
lapse of two weeks between the close of Saratoga 
and the opening of the pretentious session at 
the Nassau County plant is sufficient for horse- 
men who wish to rest their charges. And the 
result of the schedule in 1935 indicated that 
Belmont Park is offering too much added money 
in the fall to risk the inclement weather en- 
countered through setting the meeting back a 
full month. 
CORRECTION 
Last September THE BLOOD-HORSE reported that 
Murmuring, 5-year-old Mad Hatter mare, was 
among the Motor City Stable horses which were 
killed in a train wreck at Hillsboro, Ill. Last 
week Owner L. J. Lepper informed THE BLOOD- 
HORSE that Murmuring was not among the 
fatalities of the wreck, is now at Charles Black’s 
Silver Lake Farm, near Frankfort, where she 
will be bred this spring. 
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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


HE Lincolnshire Handicap is important pri- 

marily because it is the first four-figure 
event run in the year’s Jockey Club campaign. 
There are many better class races later in the 
season which do not get the limelight. During 
the dull winter days, the “talent,” languishing 
for lack of argument, commence speculating on 
the Lincoln and Grand National in singles and 
doubles, with the result that the volume of bet- 
ting on the Carholme mile handicap is out of 
all proportion to the real merits of the race. 

The Lincoln field is rarely representative of our 
best handicap company, and the prize was taken 
readily enough by the French invaders *Sir Gal- 
lahad III and Tapin in 1924 and 1925. They 
boasted fair classic form across the channel. The 
Hon. George Lambton’s filly Dorigen in 1933 and 
the most recent winner, Lord Rosebery’s *Fla- 
menco (a Santa Anita Handicap candidate) are 
the only others successful in post-war years 
which were above the ordinary in point of merit. 

An entry of 80 for the race on March 25 next 
is satisfactory numerically, and the merit standard 
is about average. As always there are a num- 
ber of nominations which we would not back 
with bad money to win a “seller” at Newmarket 
in July, but experience has taught us not to be 
dogmatic in deriding such Lincoln candidates. 
Fitness is frequently the deciding factor, as in 
the years when Furious, White Bud, King of 
Clubs, and Jerome Fandor—none better than 
fair platers—confounded those who pinned their 
faith to class. 

The Cambridgeshire winner and runner-up, 
Commander III and Man’s Pal, are among the 
present entries, together with the big Newmarket 
race failures Law Court, Boethius, The Blue 
Boy, Negundo, Pepino, O’Grady and Sammy. 
George Lambton has a particularly strong hand 
with Boethius, Negundo, Pepino, Precious Pearl, 
Astyanax and old Pricket to choose from. I 
should like to make a right guess regarding this 
stable’s selected—a wager now would show nice 
hedging. Others of interest engaged are Sea 
Bequest (third in the Two Thousand Guineas and 
trained by Jack Jarvis, who prepared *Flamenco 
last March), Hyndford Bridge (second in the 
One Thousand Guineas), the Royal Hunt Cup 
winner Priok, and the Liverpool Autumn Cup 
winner Emborough. Weights are due January 30. 


The Liverpool executives have not acceded to 
the wishes of those who advocated the revision, 
or abolition, of the qualifying conditions govern- 
ing entry for the Grand National Steeplechase. 
Nor have they deemed it wise to increase the 
handicapper’s range of weights, and the 175- 
pound maximum and 147-pound minimum will 
remain in force for the 1936 contest. 

Tipperary Tim and the Irish Sweepstakes 
combined to compel the imposition of the re- 
strictions which have ruled for the past five 
Grand Nationals. The realisation that luck in 
running might enable even a tubed plater to 
win the Blue Riband of the ’Chase, and the pos- 
sibility of sharing in a sweep prize which 
amounted to close on six figures, induced many 
owners to take a chance with forlorn hopes. The 
mad scramble culminated in 1929, when there 
was a field of 66, for the race won by Gregalach. 

Phenomenal fortune favored Tipperary Tim 
and Forbra, but these two apart, post-war win- 
ners may all be styled worthy of the honor they

achieved. Even the two “hopeless’’ propositions 
named were worthy in the sense that they were 
endowed with the essential pluck, stamina, and 
fencing ability, without which no horse can pre- 
vail over the four and a half miles at Aintree. 


I do not think that the conditions as at pres- 
ent framed are calculated to preclude the entry 
of any genuine candidate, though on sentimentai 
grounds I would prefer the old order, leaving 
the race open for all comers. The merit stipula- 
tions take away a little of the romance of the 
event, and the Grand National is more rich 
in romance than any other race, the Derby not 
excepted. Thus it is on, record that the mare 
Voluptuary had never crossed a fence in public 
until she went to Liverpool to win the National 
of 1884. That is a bright page of Turf history 
that could not have been written had any re- 
strictions been imposed in those days. The bril- 
liant French lepper Lutteur III, which won the 
race as a 5-year-old in 1909, also would be de- 
barred under the present rules. 

It cannot be said that many new ’chasers of 
note have been revealed up to date this season. 
Belted Hero, winner of the Becher ’Chase at the 
Aintree November meeting and conqueror of 
Kellsboro’ Jack in a three-mile affair at Hurst 
Park a few days ago, will no doubt take his 
chance in the big race on March 27. Owned by 
Lord Penrhyn, and trained by Eric Stedall at 
Lewes, Belted Hero—the only jumper sheltered 
in the stable—is a 7-year-old gelding by Herodias, 
and an interesting newcomer. 

Another new “star,” and one that I rate in 
a higher class than Belted Hero, is H. Lloyd- 
Thomas’s rising 77-year-old Royal Mail. A black 
son of that most successful sire of ’chasers, My 
Prince, out of Flying May, by Flying Hackle, 
Royal Mail has won three races this season, 
over three miles at Newbury and Windsor and 
over two miles at Cheltenham. In make and 
shape I place Royal Mail in the top class, and 
I have never seen him put a foot wrong. 

The only other newcomer of real note that I 
need mention is Capt. J. W. Bridge’s Morse 
Code, a son of The Pilot out of Heliograph, by 
Heliotrope. This 6-year-old, a beautifully pro- 
portioned ’chaser, showed brilliant form in two 
mile events last season. 

There has been little betting on the Grand 
National up to date. Professionals have stepped 
in and accepted any odds of more than 100 
to 8 against Golden Miller, and they con- 
sider, with fair reason, that their wagers will 
show good hedging. I would prefer, however, 
to wait until “The Miller” has had a race 
or two over fences and proved that his confidence 
is unshaken. There is also the difficult problem 
for Owen Anthony and Miss Dorothy Paget to 
decide whether or not the gelding shall attempt 
to lift the Cheltenham Gold Cup again. In four 
successive years Golden Miller has won this 
most coveted trophy, but he had such a gruelling 
race against Thomond II at Prestbury Park last 
March that neither the champion nor Mr. Whit- 
ney’s great-hearted lepper were in the best trim 
at Aintree a fortnight later. 

Reynoldstown missed the Goid Cup set-to, and 
his owner was rewarded with a National triumph. 
It is probable that the same policy will be pur- 
sued with Reynoldstown next spring, and Miss 
Paget will be in something of a dilemma to de- 
cide which is best for Golden Miller. 
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CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA PARK 

OOMING success continued to be the portion 

of the Santa Anita meeting during the week 
which ended January 11. Attendance has held 
steadily up, and the wagering at the Los Angeles 
track is more than double that of the similar 
period last season. On January 11 for the first 
time during the current meeting, the racing was 
conducted under unfavorable conditions, when 
rain fell during most of the Saturday program. 
This cut attendance to some extent, and forced 
the day’s pari-mutuel handle down to $502,725, 
or about $100,000 lower than the turnover of the 
previous Saturday. Pari-mutuel totals, as com- 
pared to those of last season:

Principal race of January 11 was the San 
Pasqual Handicap, in which a number of the 
probable starters for the $25,000 added Santa 
Anita Derby went postward, making their first 
essay in a race for 3-year-olds. Northway 
Stable’s Proclivity scored a fairly impressive 
win, with the favored Valevictorian being elimi- 
nated in the stretch when the leaders ran wide 
as the Victorian colt was moving up on the 
outside. 

At the end of the current week, the stakes 
feature will be the San Felipe Handicap, which 
will engage 3-year-olds and up over a one-mile 
route, with $2,500 added. 
PROCLIVITY’S SAN PASQUAL 

For the first time during the current Santa 
Anita meeting, rain was the order of the day on 
January 11, and the track, rated as “good” for 
the first race, had become slow when the field of 
the San Pasqual Hanacap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds, six furlongs) went to post. Well suited by 
this was Northway Stable’s Proclivity (112), 
whose last victory, a five-length triumph at 
Laurel Park, had been scored in mud. With 
Tommy Luther in the saddle, Proclivity broke 
indifferently, soon dashed into contention, while 
W. E. Ziegler, Jr..s Wha Hae (116) and Brook- 
meade Stable’s Indian Broom (110) were strug- 
gling for the lead. Proclivity was in close quar- 
ters coming to the turn, but Luther kept him 
going on the rail, and when the leaders raced 
wide into the stretch he drove the *Sir Gallahad 
III colt into the lead, and Proclivity, running 
comfortably in the mud, won without urging. 
His margin over Indian Broom was a length and 
a half at the finish, with Percy M. Pike’s Jubilee 
Jim (106) failing by a nose to take second place. 
Two lengths farther back Milky Way Farms 
Stable’s Caliban (109) nosed Wha Hae out of 
fourth place. The others, in order, were Valevic- 
torian (118), Dusky Prince (108), Blue Train 
(110), Dunlin Lady (100) Hi-Nelli (105), Mar- 


garet O'Neil (104), Khayyam (98), and Plunge 
Home (108). Valevictorian met interference 
while racing forwardly, as Wha Hae came out 
in the strecch, and Blue Train, shuffled back at 
the start, also had a legitimate excuse. Time, 
72244, :4635, 1:12, track slow. Stakes division, 
$2,370, $500, $250, $100.

Proclivity had won two of his eight starts at 
two, and his victory in the San Pasqual Handi- 
cap made his total score 11 starts, three wins, 
one third. He has earned $4,045. Last Fling also 
produced the winner Last Servant, her only 
other foal of racing age. Adriana won at two 
and three, and has produced the winners Coquette 
(Clover, Demoiselle Stakes, Paumonok Handicap 
and grandam of the stakes winner All Upset), 
Celandria (Clover, Demoiselle, Walden Stakes, 
Ladies’ Handicap), Roederer, and Adrianople, and 
the producers Little Letty and Adrienne (dam 
of the winner Adria and grandam of Discovery, 
handicap champion of 1935). Kildeer won Cam- 
den, Hunter, Freehold Stakes, and also produced 
Broom Flower, winner Eclipse, Trenton Stakes, 
and dam of five winners including Scotch Broom 
(also sire), and Last Straw (Inaugural, Far 
Rockaway Handicaps and dam of the stakes 
winners Finite and Sovietta). Kildeer was also 
dam of Goldsmith (Flash, Saratoga Special, 
Junior Champion, Equality Stakes), Sandpiper, 
Thirty Forty, Kilderin, and Killiecrankie (also 
producer). 


SANTA ANITA HANDICAP NOTES 


With less than a month and a half before the 
$100,000 handicap, the more formidable con- 
tenders began getting down to hard work during 
the past week. On January 7 Discovery went 
out to spin a mile in 1:41, under strong restraint, 
and Trainer J. H. Stotler indicated that he would 
give the Display horse a race or two before the 
rich handicap. On January 9 Discovery was sent 
a mile and an eighth, and he covered the dis- 
tance in :25, :5136, 1:17%6, 1:4324, 1:56, and 
eased out the mile and a quarter in 2:0924. The 
handicap champion kept Jockey Bejshak busy, 
wanting to run throughout. During the races of 
January 10, Trainer Stotler ied Discovery to the 
saddling paddock, to allow him to become famil- 
iar with the surroundings, and on the following 
day gave him a public trial. Discovery, breezing, 
went a mile in 1:39%5, over a track slowed by 
an hour’s rain. Fractions were :242%5, :4826, 
1:1315. Cavalcade worked an easy mile in 1:44 
on January 8, came out again on January 10 to 
go to six furlongs in 1:13%4, after Trainer Bob 
Smith waved Woolf down at the eighth-pole. He 
cooled out in fine shape. On January 13, hard 
held, he went a mile in 1:4414. -Ladysman, 
Cleaveland Putnam’s candidate, went a mile in 
1:41 on January 7, and four days later worked 
the same distance in 1:4315. Head Play had an 
easy mile in 1:4515 on January 7, then turned 
in a faster effort on January 10, going the mile 
in 1:4114, cooling out soundly, much to Trainer 
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Tommy Taylor’s pleasure. *Azucar went five- 
eighths in 1:00% on January 7, galloped out the 
six furlongs in 1:14. Time Supply worked six 
furlongs in 1:14%5, on January 8 and is expected 
to race at the shorter distances before the Santa 
Anita Handicap. He worked six furlongs again 
January 13, in 1:1824. Sun Portland, Mrs. Silas 
B. Mason’s second entry, went six furlongs in 
1:16%;, and was well within himself. Top Row’s 
only reported work was a half in :4924 on Jan- 
uary 8. First Minstrel, though waved down, 
went six furlongs in 1:15%6, cantered out the 
mile in 1:42, on January 9. He galloped a mile 
in 1:46 two days later. Other works of the chief 
candidates were Singing Wood’s six furlongs in 
1:12%5 on January 11 and Rosemont’s mile in 
1:4315 on January 10. On January 13 Ariel Cross 
went a mile in 1:47%. 
SANTA ANITA DERBY 

Nominations for the Santa Anita Derby, which 
closed January 1, included 69 entries for the 
$25,000 added stakes, to be run February 15. 
Most generous nominator was Norman Church, 
who named Valiant Fox, Proclivity, Totation, 
Toro Prodrome, Sir Maxim, and Fair Quest. 
Bright Plumage and Singers Folly will represent 
C. V. Whitney, and Mrs. J. H. Whitney has en- 
tered Savernake, Blue Train, and Spur Flower. 
Others of the more prominent nominees are A. 
A. Baroni’s Malmaison, Brookmeade Stable’s 
Indian Broom, Greentree Stable’s Galsac, Mrs. 
S. B. Mason’s Valevictorian, Milky Way Farms 
Stable’s The Fighter, Mr. Nightingale Stable’s 
Little Miracle, Sycamore Stable’s Plunge Home, 
A. G. Vanderbilt’s Bright Prince, T. C. Worden’s 
Mansco, and William Ziegler, Jr.’s Wha Hae. 


SAN LUIS REY JUVENILES 

When 14 California-bred. 2-year-olds went 
postward in the first race at Santa Anita Janu- 
ary 3, the field included seven which were bred 
by Rancho San Luis Rey (Charles and Ross 
Cooper). San Luis Rey Stable owned but one, 
Bonicon, by Bon Homme, but Bonicon got first 
to the wire. Second was Janss Brothers’ Mignon, 
followed by Golden Ivy and Speed Home, all three 
bred at the Cooper ranch. Splash Along, Bon 
Boot, and Bon Red, which were sixth, seventh 
and fourteenth, respectively, were also bred by 
Rancho San Luis Rey. Golden Ivy and Mignon 
were by *Bistouri, the other five by Bon Homme. 
RULINGS 

Lester Balaski, for foul riding at Santa Anita, 
was suspended five days on January 4. Two 
jockeys were suspended on the same grounds on 
January 7, both getting five days; they were W. 
Ray and Charles Stevenson. On the same day 
Trainer Frank Fuller was fined $50 for conduct 
detrimental to the best interests of racing. On 
January 8 Frank Mauro forgot his badge, ar- 
gued so heatedly with a gateman that stewards 
issued a 10 day suspension against him. 


SLOW BEGINNING 
O foals were reported to THE BLOOD-HORSE 
during the first days of the year, the first 
report coming from the farm of Jack Rogers, in 
Woodford County, where Pongee, by Rock View, 
dropped a bay filly to the cover of Cherokee on 
January 6.

NEW YORK 


NEW YORK DATES 

NLY major change in the schedule of New 

York meetings this year is the placing of 
the Belmont Park fall meeting between the 
Aqueduct and Jamaica meetings, instead of after 
Jamaica, as was the case in 1935. In pre- 
vious years, including 1934, Belmont Park opened 
immediately after Saratoga, but it was decided 
that owners who raced at Saratoga wished a 
few weeks to freshen their horses before the 
Belmont meeting. Accordingly, in 1935,, Belmont 
Park did not open in the fall until the Aque- 
duct and Jamaica meetings had been held. 
Poor weather hurt the fall meeting last year, 
and for various other reasons it was decided to 
hold it immediately after Aqueduct closed. The 
Jamaica track, taking a slightly larger hazard 
on the weather, was probably satisfied with the 
new order because Columbus Day is included 
in its fall dates. 

Only other change is that Empire City, for 
the first time, will have a holiday date, as James 
Butler, president of the track, made a steadfast 
demand for the concession. Empire City’s first 
meeting will include the Fourth of July, a date 
previously given to Aqueduct. Only Saratoga 
does not have a holiday date, as Belmont Park 
has Memorial Day, and Aqueduct, in the fall, 
has Labor Day. 

The season is slightly longer than that of 
last year, including 172 racing days, as against 
166 in 1935. The schedule:

AQUEDUCT AND JAMAICA CLOSINGS 

Blanks for entries to Jamaica and Aqueduct 
Stakes, all of which close February 3, are now 
being distributed from the office of Assistant 
Secretary John Kane. Six stakes make up the 
Jamaica program for the spring meeting, topped 
as usual by the Wood Memorial, with $10,000 
added, engaging 3-year-olds at one mile and 70 
yards. The Excelsior and Paumonok Handicaps, 
both for 3-year-olds and up, will have $5,000 
added. The first named is at 1 1-16 miles, the 
latter at six furlongs. The Youthful Stakes, for 
2-year-o'ds at five furlongs, with $2,500 added is 
also included on the program, and Secretary 
Campbell has revived the Rosedale Stakes, a five- 
furlong race for 2-year-old fillies, with $2,500 
added, and the Jamaica Handicap, $4,000 added, 
for 3-year-olds and up. 

Nine stakes make up the Aqueduct stakes 
card which was published in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
of January 4. The Brooklyn Handicap, with 
$10,000 added, is the most richly endowed, with 
the Dwyer Stakes ($7,500 added) and the Carter 
Handicap ($5,000 added) also among the im- 
portant events. Four revivals will be made at 
Aqueduct, including two filly stakes, the Gazelle, 
for 3-year-old fillies, and the Astoria, for juvenile 
fillies. The Tremont, for 2-year-olds, and the 
Shevlin, for 3-year-olds, were the other revivals. 
Aqueduct stakes will have a total endowment of 
$40,500 this year, a considerable increase from 
the $28,000 added to stakes during the 1934 
spring meeting. 
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COMMISSION’S SUGGESTIONS 

The New York State Racing Commission’s 
report, made January 13, showed considerable 
gains in racing in the Empire State. Attendance 
mounted from 1,015,590 in 1934 to 1,135,588 last 
year, and gross receipts of all New York tracks 
grew from the 1934 total of $2,854,712.33 to 
$2,957,615.75 last year. Stakes offerings were 
$447,000 in 1935, as compared with $371,700 in 
the previous year, and stakes entries rose from 
7,834 to 9,012. Total purse distribution for 1935 
was $1,476,860, as against $1,403,500 in 1934. 
The highest percentage of winning favorites on 
record was registered, with 42 per cent of the 
first choices succeeding. In this respect Aque- 
duct was the leader, with 52 per cent of the 
favorites winning. 

Accompanying the report were a number of 
suggestions for the improvement of racing in 
New York, the most important of which were: 

Printing of post positions, equipment changes, and so 
forth, on programs. 

Installation of complete filing records on all horses, 
performances, riders, and trainers from day to day. 

Rearrangement of the betting rings, and arranging 
for uniformity in quotations. 

Co-operation with the attorney-general in the current 
drive against tipster services. 

Elimination of added starters. 

Inspecton of all equipment, including racing plates, 


and regular blacksmith inspection in paddocks by an 
experienced plater. ; 


SARATOGA INCREASES ENDOWMENTS 


At a meeting of the Saratoga Association Jan- 
uary 10, it was decided to increase the endow- 
ments of a number of the minor stakes which 
will be offered during the August meeting. The 
Amsterdam Claiming Stakes, which will be 
raised from one mile to either 14% or 1% miles, 
will have its added value increased from $1,500 
to $2,500. The Catskill Claiming Stakes, for 3- 
year-olds, was given a similar increase, and the 
Mohawk Claiming Stakes and the Saranac 
Handicap were increased from $1,500 to $2,000 
added. The Mohawk, formerly for 3-year-olds, 
will open this year to 3-year-olds and up. 


JOCKEY CLUB RE-ELECTS 


At its annual meeting January 10, The Jockey 
Club re-elected William Woodward chairman for 
the current year. J. E. Widener, whom illness 
prevented from attending the meeting, was re- 
elected vice president. John E. Cowdin, secre- 
tary-treasurer, and Algernon Daingerfield, as- 
sistant treasurer, were also re-elected, as were 
the three retiring stewards, George H. Bull, A. 
H. Morris, and J. E. Widener. 


BELMONT OFFICIALS RE-ELECT 


Taking advantage of the presence of members 
at The Jockey Club’s meeting January 10, stock- 
holders of the Westchester Racing Association 
met later on the same day and re-elected the 
following directors: George H. Bull, Henry W. 
Bull, John E. Cowdin, George M. Francis, A. G. 
Vanderbilt, C. V. Whitney, John Hay Whitney, 
J. E. Widener, and P. A. B. Widener.

FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK 


AVORITES during the Tropical Park meet- 

ing have fared very badly, and on January 
11, final Saturday of the meeting, only two first 
choices got to the winners’ circle. It is usually 
contended that such a condition decreases bet- 
ting, but Tropical Park’s turnover is running 
about 10 or 12 per cent over that of the pre- 
vious season. Many, if not most, of Tropical 
Park’s patrons are tourists and winter visitors, 
in contrast to the “regulars” at northern tracks, 
and these are probably more likely to be at- 
tracted by high pari-mutuel prices than by form- 
ful racing. Several commentators have pointed 
out, also, that some of the unformful racing is due 
to the fact that Tropical Park bettors are fre- 
quently making false favorites by following each 
other, without much reference to actual form. 
In any case, the 27-day meeting which comes 
to a close on Wednesday, January 15, will show 
a considerable increase over the similar meeting 
last winter. 

On January 11 a steady rain hurt the program 
considerably, beginning about one o’clock in the 
afternoon and falling steadily thereafter. The 
crowd showed a considerable decrease, and bet- 
ting fell well below $200,000. 

Interest in Florida turns Thursday to Hialeah 
Park, which will begin its 45-day venture on that 
day. As the attraction of opening day is the 
Inaugural Handicap, with an added value of 
$3,500. Stand Pat, Whopper, Lynx Eye, and 
High Glee are among the expected starters, and 
E. R. Bradley’s 1933 Derby winner, Brokers Tip, 
may be in the field. 


RULINGS 


On January 8 J. Durbar, for foul riding, was 
suspended for the rest of the Tropical Park meet- 
ing (six days). W. G. Jackson was suspended 
for the rest of the meeting (four days) on Janu- 
ary 10, also for foul riding, and W. L. Smith re- 
ceived a similar suspension on January 11, when 
the meeting had but three days to run. 


CHANCE SUN TRAINS 

J. E. Widener’s Futurity winner, Chance Sun, 
out through most of the 1935 season as the result 
of an ankle injury which developed shortly before 
the running of the Kentucky Derby, is reported 
training satisfactorily at Miami, and he is ex- 
pected to be one of the supplementary entries to 
the Widener Challenge Cup, to be run at the 
Hialeah Park meeting. Chance Sun was treated 
by the violet ray machines at Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Idle Hour Stock Farm, and after several months 
of the treatment Owner Widener and Trainer 
Pete Coyne were confident that the colt would 
race soundly again. He was accordingly shipped 
to Hialeah Park with the other Widener horses, 
and it is hoped that he will get to the races 
fairly early in the meeting. 
FLORIDA DERBY ODDS 

Future odds on the Florida Derby, to be run 
March 7, were issued last week by Abe Hallow, 
with Tintagel as the 3 to 1 favorite. Trainer 
George Odom said several weeks ago that he 
was by no means sure that Marshall Field’s Fu- 
turity winner would be a starter. Second choice 
is divided between C. V. Whitney’s Bright Plum- 
age and J. E. Widener’s Brevity, each at 6 to 1. 
Bold Venture, owned by Morton L. Schwartz is 
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at 8 to 1, and the 10 to 1 niche is occupied by 
Maeriel, *Crossbow II, and James City. Split 
Second is 12 to 1, and others range from 20 to 1 
upward, with Mrs. G. R. Allen’s Uncle Mike at 
1,000 to 1. 


KENTUCKY 


RACING COMMISSION REPORT 
Tom R. Underwood made public 
on January 15 the biennial report of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission, statistics com- 
piled by that body showing a moderate gain in 
1935 over figures of 1934. The total pari-mutuel 
handle at all Kentucky tracks for the year was 
$10,201,673, a considerable increase over the 
$8,718,627 which was bet in 1934. This repre- 
sented 95 days of racing, as compared to 89 days 
in the previous year. The pari-mutuel total, 
however, was less than a third of the turnover in 
1928 or 1929. 

Purse distribution was also up, rising from 
$462,300 to $581,400 in 1935, but this figure also 
is far below that of the top years. At Churchill 
Downs purse distribution averaged $7,330.88 
daily in 1935, as compared with $6,638.33 in 1934. 
In 1931 the daily average was $14,639.74. Latonia 
also showed an increase, rising from $5,552.03 
daily in 1934 to $6,728.11 in 1935. Dade Park, 
only other Kentucky track to operate, distributed 
an average of $4,526.92 daily in 1935, as com- 
pared with $3,926.92 in 1934. 

The tax paid to the State is not yet available, 
as the amount depends on the result of a suit 
now pending in the Court of Appeals. Under the 
old license tax law, Latonia and Churchill Downs 
would have paid $2,500 daily, and Dade Park $500 
daily, amounting to $185,000. Racing associations 
contend that the state sales tax automatically 
replaced all other taxes. If this contention is 
upheld, the tax paid will be considerably less, 
though the exact amount is not known. 

A total of 1,770 licenses were granted to 
trainers, jockeys, exercise boys, agents, veteri- 
narians, and others, most of them at the nominal 
figure of $1. A tabulation shows that 37 per cent 
of favorites won in 1935, as against 40 per cent 
in 1934, and that about 60 per cent of the races 
were won by first or second choices. Effects of 
Kentucky's closed claiming rule were seen in the 
fact that only 26 claims were recorded during the 
year. This, however, was an advance over 1934 
figures, when but 17 horses were claimed. The 
number of saliva tests taken was not made pub- 
lic. Only three tests showed evidence of stimu- 
lants, and suspensions were issued in the three 
cases. 

The commission’s report estimated that 70,045 
acres of land, chiefly in central Ketucky, were 
devoted to the production of horses, with about 
$18,000,000 invested in horses, not including 
horses in training. 


CHURCHILL DOWNS PLANS 

In New York January 10, Colonel Matt Winn 
said that one of the improvements at Churchill 
Downs this spring would be a cocktail lounge be- 
hind the clubhouse, divided into eight rooms, 
commemorating the last eight winners of the 
Kentucky Derby, each room to be decorated in 
the colors of the winning owner, and containing 
a bronze statue of the winning horse. The Derby 


will not be run until May 2, but the interviewer 
in New York remarked that wherever Colonel 
Winn is, it’s Derby Day. 


CHURCHILL DOWNS STAKES 

The magnitude of the Kentucky Derby has long 
overshadowed other stakes at the Churchill 
Downs spring meeting, and this year Colonel 
Matt Winn considered the alternative of increas- 
ing the $40,000 which was added to the Derby 
last year, or increasing the value of the three 
other stakes at the meeting. His final decision, 
certain to be approved by horsemen, was to 
leave the Derby at $40,000 added, and to double 
the value of the other stakes, making an en- 
dowment of $5,000 to each of the three. The 
Bashford Manor Stakes, inaugurated in 1902, 
later combined with the Debutante Stakes, 
is for 2-year-olds, colts, geldings, and fillies, 
at five furlongs. The Clark Handicap, for 3- 
year-olds and up, at 1 1-16 miles, and the 
Kentucky Oaks, for 3-year-old fillies, 14% miles, 
were inaugurated in 1875, as was the Derby, and 
are consequently among the oldest fixtures of 
the American Turf. The increased values are ex- 
pected to attract many stables which heretofore 
have sent horses only for the Derby. 

The increase of the value of the Kentucky 
Oaks, coming at a time when horsemen and 
breeders are campaigning for better opportuni- 
ties for fillies, is especially welcomed. From 1921 
to 1931, inclusive, the Kentucky Oaks was a val- 
uable fixture for fillies, and was won by such 
famed fillies as Untidy, Startle, Princess Doreen, 
Black Maria, Easter Stockings, Rose of Sharon, 
and Alcibiades. The 1935 running was won by 
Paradisical, a daughter of In Memoriam. 


SAUNDERS CASE DISMISSED 

After deliberating nearly two hours, a jury at 
Louisville January 9 acquitted Walter Schaeffer, 
Chicago Heights exercise boy, of the murder of 
Mrs. Evelyn Sliwinski, found dead on the River 
Road, near Louisville, on October 20. Common- 
wealth’s Attorney Merit O’Neal, explaining that 
under Kentucky law an accessory could not be 
convicted when the principal had been acquitted, 
at once moved for dismissal of charges, of being 
accessory to murder, against Willie (Smoky) 
Saunders, the jockey who rode Omaha to his 
triumph in the Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
Stakes last spring. Saunders, reported to have 
gripped a rabbit’s foot as the case was dismissed, 
said “I’ve been very much worried because it was 
the first time I was ever in trouble, but I promise 
you it will be the last.” He left Louisville at 
once for Miami, where he expects to ride. 

A $100,000 damage suit, brought against 
Schaeffer and Saunders by the husband of the 
slain woman, was settled out of court. Counsel 
for the defendants said the amount of the settle- 
ment was $6,000; counsel for the plaintiff said 
$10,000. 

KING SAXON 

An early spring campaign on New York and 
Maryland tracks is planned for King Saxon, C. H. 
Knebelkamp said January 6, after inspecting the 
crack sprinter at Louisville. Owner Knebelkamp 
denied that the horse went into winter quarters 
threatened with unsoundness, and said that all 
four legs were clean and sound. 


MACK GARNER left the race course last week 
to make a hole-in-one on the Miami Springs’ 
golf course. 
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TEXAS 
ALAMO DOWNS 


AVING weathered a few days on which 

racing conditions were poor, Alamo Downs 
is again prospering, with a pari-mutuel average 
of $82,763 for the first eight days of the meeting. 
It is estimated that a turnover of $70,000 daily 
is necessary to operate the plant without loss. 
A considerable amount has been added to the 
track’s receipts this year in paid admissions. The 
management announced a policy by which ad- 
mission would be cut to 40 cents, with the free 
gate almost entirely eliminated. The first eight 
days showed paid admissions numbering 28,442, 
or a daily average of 4,729. 

The principal race of January 11 was an over- 
night handicap, won by W. C. Stroube’s Croon, 
a 5-year-old Stimulus mare which galloped away 
from a small field, with the favorite finishing 
back in fifth place. First choices have been hav- 
ing a difficult time at the San Antonio track, due 
possibly to the fact that the horses there were 
recruited from many racing centers, and no very 
exact line on them was available immediately. 
On January 11 not a favorite was able to suc- 
ceed, but with the exception of the 43-to-1 Blag- 
cen, which won the second race, the winners were 
fairly well played, being in the main second or 
third choices. 

Despite this drawback, the meeting is exceed- 
ing the best hopes of its operators, and Presiding 
Steward C. W. Hay writes that the meeting is 
getting better every day, and that business is 
almost double that of last year. 


LOUISIANA 


FAIR GROUNDS 
FTER several days of indifferent weather, 
good racing conditions prevailed at the Fair 

Grounds on January 11, and a large crowd was 
reported present. Platers of the lower divisions 
furnished most of the sport, with the exception 
of an overnight handicap and an allowance race 
for 3-year-olds. The former went unexpectedly to 
Mrs. J. Chesney’s Cristate, which had little diffi- 
culty after Jockey H. Manifold had got him 
through on the inside entering the _ stretch. 
Thomasville, the favorite, suffered from consider- 
able jostling soon after reaching the stretch. 

Though no announcement of an extension has 
been made, it was determined last week to hold 
the running of the Louisiana Derby on March 28, 
instead of March 21, as had at first been in- 
tended. The reason, apparenty, was to avoid 
conflict with the Arkansas Derby, to be run at 
Oaklawn Park March 21. This will bring the 
total of the Fair Grounds to 105 racing days, 
instead of the original 99. 
RULINGS 

For foul riding on January 9, Jockey L. Laurin 
was suspended 10 days by the Fair Grounds 
stewards. 
DERBY DATE CHANGED 

Indication that the 99-day meeting at the Fair 
Grounds would be extended for at least one week 
appeared last week when it was announced that 
the Louisiana Derby, originally scheduled for 
March 21, would be postponed until March 28. 
Reason given for the change was that it would 
avoid conflict with the Arkansas Derby, to be 
run at Oaklawn Park. 


DEATH OF JOSEPH BIAGGNE, JR. 

Bullet wounds received during a quarrel at 
the Fair Grounds on December 29 proved fatal, 
on January 11, to Joseph Biaggne, Jr., 32-year- 
old New Orleans trainer. Biaggne was shot, New 
Orleans police say, by Samuel Guerneri, horse 
owner, after a dispute over racing equipment, 
and Guerneri, who had previously made $2,500 
bond on a charge of dangerously wounding, with 
intent to kill, was re-arrested and was charged 
with murder. 


MARYLAND 
DATES APPROVED BY COMMISSION 

ATES for major Maryland tracks had previ- 

ously been agreed upon, as reported in 
earlier issues of THE BLOOD-HORSE, but awaited 
formal approval of the Maryland Racing Com- 
mission. This they received January 8 at a meet- 
ing of the commission, and at the same time 
dates were assigned to three of the minor Mary- 
land tracks, Timonium, Marlboro, and Cumber- 
land. Dates were not assigned to Hagerstown, as 
no application had been received, but on the fol- 
lowing day Harold Bester, vice-president of the 
Hagerstown Fair Association, said that his as- 
sociation would ask for two five-day meetings, 
from May 19 to May 23, and from May 26 to 
May 30. The compiete Maryland date schedule:

UNIFORM CLOSING DATE ASKED 

At the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, now in session at Miami, one of 
the current questions is the adoption of uniform 
closing dates for stakes races. On December 30 
the Maryland Racing Commission wrote to the 
four major Maryland tracks as follows: 


You are requested to use the fifteenth of the month 
as a closing date for stakes, extending the date to the 
sixteenth when the fifteenth falls on Sunday. This 
fifteenth, of course, applies to no particular month, just 
the fifteenth of any month that suits as a closing date 
for any stakes race to be run over your track. The 
idea is to establish a date in general use as far as 
possible for the closing of all stakes, as a convenience 
and a help to those having entries to make in stakes 
races. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 

O’"HARA PLANS TRACK 

LUE prints of the $2,000,000 track which 

Walter E. O’Hara plans to erect in Wash- 
ington, D. C., if Congress legalizes pari-mutuel 
betting there, show that the track will cover 
about 150 acres on the site of the old Benning 
course, about two and one-half miles from the 
Capitol. Mark Linenthal, Boston engineer who 
constructed Narragansett Park, will build the 
new track if present plans are carried out. A 
one-mile track is planned, with quarter-mile and 
six-furlong chutes, and a steeplechase course is 
to be constructed in the infield. 
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NATIONAL ASSOCIATION MEETING 


RST business program of the National As- 

sociation of State Racing Commissioners’ 
annual meeting, which began at Miami January 
14, was opened at 9 o’clock on that day with an 
address of welcome by Carl G. Rose, chairman 
of the Florida Commission, and a response by 
Ralph H. George, of New Hampshire. Seventeen 
states were represented at the meeting, includ- 
ing Arkansas, Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, Michigan, Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, South 
Dakota, Texas, Washington, West Virginia, and 
Rhode Island. 

President Walter Donovan, in address to the 
commission set out a tentative program of mat- 
ters for consideration, calling especial attention 
to the necessity for recognizing “destructive 
forces” in racing, including the illegal handbook 
and the allied tipster services, touts, and other 
“easy money” activities. The problems of ap- 
prentice allowances, codification of rules, and of 
creating a uniform examining board for those de- 
siring trainers’ licenses were also mentioned. 

Jervis Spencer, of Maryland, presented recom- 
mendations made by the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. These included a request 
for greater opportunities for fillies, both in over- 
night and stakes events, and a request that va- 
rious associations adopt a uniform closing date 
for all stakes, in the interest of horsemen who 
are frequently confused by the scattered closing 
dates of the present system. The breeders asked 
also for a change in the starting system with 
special attention devoted to the walk-up start. 

The Thoroughbred Club of America, repre- 
sented at the meeting by Secretary Neville Dunn, 
offered eight recommendations. The first called 
attention to the question of the financial respon- 
sibility of tracks. Two tracks this season have 
closed without being able to pay off all purses, 
and the club asked that the various commissions 
satisfy themselves of ability to meet all obliga- 
tions before granting licenses. Recommendations 
for greater earning opportunities for fillies, for 
uniform closing dates for stakes, and for the 
adoption of the walk-up start were also made, 
these closely paralleling the recommendations 
of the American Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation. Four other recommendations were made. 
One advocated a change in the rules governing 
overnight races which would permit no more 
than one horse in any ownership to start, as 
such a change would permit more owners to 
share in earning opportunities. It was recom- 
mended that jockey agents should be abolished, 
with trainers or authorized agents of stables 
making engagements for contract riders, and 
with free lance riders handling their own books. 
The campaign against stimulation was endorsed 
and unrelaxed vigilance suggested, with the re- 
ceiving barn and the taking of saliva tests from 
all winners included in the recommendations. 
The final recommendation of the club endorsed 
the installation of the photographed finish at all 
tracks, as an aid to greater public confidence and 
a bar to misunderstandings and disputes which 
have occasionally arisen when spectators dis- 
agreed with placing judges. 

Preston Burch, speaking for the American 
Trainers Association, said that he hoped eventu- 
ally tor a national license for trainers, and 
urged that more consideration be given owners. 
In answer to a question by President Donovan, 


Burch said he believed that tracks were better 
off without either “also eligible” or “preferred” 
lists. 

An address was also made by T. C. Worden, 
representing the Thoroughbred Horse Owners 
and Breeders Association. Worden, who said he 
represented about 800 members, suggested that 
the saliva tests be given all winners, and other 
horses at the judgment of the stewards, and 
asked, as had the Thoroughbred Club, for more 
adequate requirements for guaranteeing the pay- 
ment of purses. Among other recommendations 
made by Worden was a request for a national 
board to pass on all licenses, composed of a 
trainer with 10 years experience, a steward, and 
an owner, and said that the licenses of such a 
board should be national in effect. He advocated 
also more time in the paddock and shorter post 
parades, the latter a frequent object of criticism 
at pari-mutuel tracks. The apprentice allowance 
advocated by the association which Worden rep- 
resented was a five-pound allowance for the first 
year, a three-pound allowance for the second 
year, without consideration of the number of 
winners, thus giving a boy full opportunity to 
become a finished rider. He also advocated the 
installation of equipment for photographing fin- 
ishes at all tracks. 

Tom R. Underwood, secretary of the N. A. S. R. 
C., read a letter from Jack Howard, asking the 
removal of the mandatory rule against granting 
licenses to persons convicted of doping charges. 

No action was taken on the recommendations, 
and all were referred to committees for action 
later in the meeting. 


CANADA 


WINNIPEG DATES 

N previous years the two Winnipeg tracks, 

Whittier Park and Polo Park, held two seven- 
day meetings each, one in the spring, the other 
in the fall. This year it has been announced that 
both tracks will hold single 14-day meetings, 
almost consecutively, giving 28 days of almost 
uninterrupted racing. Whittier Park will open 
the Winnipeg season on’ May 23, and will run to 
June 8. Polo Park will open on June 17, and 
will close July 2. These dates are arranged in 
such a fashion that there is little clash with other 
northwestern tracks. The Vancouver season does 
not open until July 1, and the Longacres track 
at Seattle has decided to shorten its season, 
and will not open until July 3 or 4. The Winni- 
peg tracks will offer two hurdle races each week 
this year, in addition to the regular program. 


NEBRASKA 

OMAHA DATES SET 

K-SAR-BEN, Omaha track, will have 33 days 

of racing this year, Chairman W. H. Shell- 
berg has announced. The track will open May 
28 this year, and will continue until July 4. This 
represents a two-day increase over the racing 
days of 1935, when the track opened May 30, 
observed the same closing dates. Last year’s 
meeting was a financial success, and it is ex- 
pected that purses will be slightly higher this 
year. 


FIRST victory for Apprentice Homer Spears 
came at the Fair Grounds January 4, when he 
won with Brilliant Miss. Spears, a Cleveland 
boy, is 16 years old.

GRAND NATIONAL ENTRIES 

HE big fields and many falls which marked 

the Grand National Steeplechase a few years 
ago brought about a change in the conditions of 
the race, providing that no horse was eligible 
unless he had finished first, second, or third in 
a steeplechase at a recognized meeting. The 
desired result was attained. In 1934 there were 
73 nominations, 30 starters; in 1935, 60 nomina- 
tions, 27 starters; and in 1936 there are 54 nom- 
inations, from which will come the starters for 
the renewa! of the famous steeplechase to be 
decided at Liverpool’s Aintree course on Friday, 
March 27. The entries:

Five United States sportsmen are represented 
by nine horses among the 54 entries. John Hay 
Whitney, most earnest American bidder for the 
race in recent years, named Double Crossed, Rod 
and Gun, and Royal Ransom. Alvin Untermeyer 
named Bagatelle, a Fair Play gelding whose per- 
formances in American hunt meetings have at- 
tracted much attention. Bagatelle’ is the only 
American-bred entry. George Herbert (Pete) 
Bostwick, most ambitious of amateur riders, is 
again represented by Castle Irwell, which fell 
with his owner at the Canal Turn last year while 
leading the field. Other American-owned entries 
are J. B. Snow’s Delachance and Delaneige; Mrs. 
R. W. McKim’s Cahirciveen, sister to the former 
winner Kellsboro’ Jack; Jesse Metcalfe’s Kiltoi. 

Only previous winners of the Grand National 
among this year’s entries are Reynoldstown, 
which scored last year, and Miss Dorothy Paget’s 
Golden Miller, which had won the 1934 renewal 
and was an overwhelming favorite to repeat in 
1935. Last March when Gerry Wilscn fell off 
Golden Miller at the next fence after Valentine’s 
Book, he endangered his own reputation, saved 
England’s bookmakers an estimated sum of $10,- 
000,000. But Wilson has been engaged to ride 
“The Miller” again this year, full proof that, in 
the eyes of his owner, no blame attaches to him. 

Golden Miller probably will be favorite again. 
He started his season’s campaign December 30 
in the Andover Handicap Steeplechase, two 
miles and about 50 yards, at Newbury, carried 
178 pounds, won easily, over a heavy track. Re- 
ported the Sporting Life’s Meyrick Good: “It 
seems preposterous to state that he is better than 
ever, but that is my candid opinion.” 


ORMONDE STAKES 

The management of the Chester race coarse 
in England has announced a new stakes race, to 
be decided May 7, and designed partly to reward 
owners for having been “easy” with good 2- 
year-olds and partly to keep the better class of 
older in horses in training. Among the condi- 
tions it is provided that the winner of the Ken- 


tucky Derby, Epsom Derby, Doncaster St Leger, 
Grand Prix de Paris, or Prix du Jockey Club 
(French Derby) must carry three pounds extra. 
Omaha, if he should be a starter, would have to 
carry 129 pounds, would not have to concede 
more than a few pounds to good horses. The 
race has 1,600 sovereigns ($8,000) added. The 
conditions: 

The Ormonde Stakes of 5 sovs each, and 15 sovs 
extra if not struck out to Messrs. Weatherby and 
Sons by Tuesday, March 31, with 1,600 sovs added, of 
which the second will receive 200 sovs, the third 100 
sovs, and the fourth 50 sovs, for three-year-olds and 
upwards; three-year-olds to carry 7st 9lb, four Qst, 
five and upwards 9st 4lb; mares and geldings allowed 
3lb; the winners of the Epsom Derby, Doncaster St. 
Leger, Grand Prix de Paris, Prix du Jockey Club, 
Chantilly, or Kentucky Derby, Louisville, to carry 3lb 
extra; four-year-olds and upwards that have not won 
a race value 5,000 sovs allowed 3lb, four-year-olds and 
upwards that have not won a race value 750 sovs al- 
lowed 4lb in addition, and maidens a further 4lb; 
three-year-olds that have not won a race value 1,000 
sovs allowed 3lb. three-year-olds that have not won 
a race value 500 sovs allowed 3lb in addition, and 
maidens a further 4lb; one mile, five furlongs, and 75 
yeards. 

Twenty entries, or the race may be reopened. 


HADAGAL’S RELATIVE 

Sir Abe Bailey, who maintains extensive racing 
establishments in England and South Africa, last 
month won the Johannesburg Summer Handicap, 
one of the richest races in Africa, with a 4-year- 
old colt called Tap-Root, which he had exported 
from England. The race, with £4,000 value, at 
1% miles, attracted 16 of the best handicap 
horses in the country, and Tap-Root won by three 
parts of a length from Spear Dance, with the 
well backed Eccentric third. The winner is a 
4-year-old bay colt by Birthright (by Swynford— 
Lineage, by Tracery) out of Orris, by Orby. 
Orris is the dam of several winners, including 
*Erne, the dam of Calumet Farm’s promising 
young sire Hadagal, by *Sir Gallahad III. 


FOREIGN NOTES 

Basil Briscoe, English trainer who last winter 
had the unfortunate Golden Miller in his stable, 
wili leave’ England December 28 for a month in 
South Africa. 

Trainer Ivor Anthony and Jeckey D. Morgan 
scored a hurdle race double at Wolverhampton, 
England, December 27 with F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Artful Dodger and Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Gitapp. 

In winning the two-mile Auckland Cup at 
Wellington recently, the 6-year-old mare Cuddle 
led all the way, won by five lengths, and set a 
New Zealand time record of 3:2314 for the dis- 
tance. She had previously won the New Zealand 
Cup. 


JACKS AND ORATORY 

Dr. Milton P. Jarnagin, University of Georgia, 
spoke to the Horse and Mule Association of 
America at Chicago December 4, on “What I 
Know About Jackasses.’”’ Combining the modern 
respect for commercial values with the rolling 
periods and rich diction of Southern oratory, Dr. 
Jarnagan began: 


An academic discussion of this broad subject natur- 
ally diyides itself into two main heads; jackasses of 
the biped and jackasses of the quadruped varieties. 
Unfortunately an unusable surplus of the -former is 
accumulating, with a corresponding shortage of the 
much more valuable latter class. 

The major part of this discussion naturally will be 
devoted to the four-legged kind. As a beast of burden 
the jack has practically no intrinsic value; as a thing 
of beauty he makes but little artistic appeal; nor has 
his voice ever made him a winner in musical contests; 
but as a paternal progenitor of agricultural wealth 
he has but few peers and no superiors.

SIRES OF THE WINNERS, 1935 


A complete list of sires of winners of races on 
recognized North American tracks in 1935, as 
compiled by the statistical department of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE is published below, along with the 
number of winners, the number of races won, and 
the amount of money (including first monies 
only) won by the get of each stallion. 


Chance Play, which now stands at Robert L. 
Gerry’s Aknusti Stud, near Delhi, New York, 
has moved for the first time into the leadership, 
with $161,255 to his credit. Chance Play, a son 
of Fair Play, and own brother to last year’s 
ieader (on first monies only), Chance Shot, was 
represented by his fourth crop of foals in 1935. 
The juvenile Grand Slam, winner of the Arling- 
ton Futurity and Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, 
was responsible for $68,095 of the total, and 
Good Gamble, a stakes winner under Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s silks, contributed $35,985. Second to him 
on the list with $160,360 is Belair Stud’s Gal- 
lant Fox, which stands at Arthur B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud, near Paris, Ky. Gallant Fox, 
represented by his second crop of foals in 1935, 
is a son of *Sir Gallahad III, also at Claiborne 
Stud, which has led the sire list, all monies con- 
sidered, in three years, including 1934. *Sir Gal- 
lahad III is next behind his son, having sired 
the winners of $142,666, including the Futurity 
winner Tintagel. In addition to his winners in 
America, however, *Sir Gallahad III is also sire 
of the winners of £3,639 (about $18,445) in Eng- 
land this season, including J. H. Whitney’s 2- 
year-old filly, Our Melody. Only American racing 
is considered in the list printed below, however, 
or *Sir Gallahad III would have led for his third 
successive season. Display, which stands at 
Mereworth Stud, near Lexington, is in fourth 
place with $140,100, due largely to the perform- 
ance of Discovery last year. Stimulus, also from 
Claiborne Stud, is in fifth place, his get having 
won $115,630. Neither Gallant Fox nor Display 
had previously appeared among the 20 leading 
sires. In 1934 Chance Play had finished in 
eleventh place, while Stimulus was fifth. *Sir 
Gallahad III, second on the basis of first monies, 
was leader of last year’s list all monies con- 
sidered.

Only six of the leading 20, *Sir Gallahad III, 
Stimulus, High Time, Wise Counsellor, Chance 
Play, and *Sickle, had appeared on the 1934 sire 
list among the leading 20. *Sir Gallahad was sec- 
ond last year, Stimulus fifth, High Time ninth, 
Chance Play eleventh, and *Sickle seventeenth. 
Chance Shot, which led the 1934 list, does not 
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appear among the leading 20 for 1935, nor does 
*Lancegaye, whom Cavalcade’s victories put in 
third place for 1934. A similar case this year is 
that of the Irish stallion Milesius, which is in 
sixth place as the result of *Azucar’s victories 
in the New Year’s Stakes and the $100,000 Santa 
Anita Handicap. 


The Fair Play line, represented by five stal- 
lions Jast year, has four representatives in the 
leading 20 sires for 1935, these being Chance 
Play, Display, My Play, and Man o’ War. The 
line of Orme, through *Teddy, has also three 
representatives, *Teddy’s two sons, *Sir Galla- 
had III and *Bull Dog, and *Sir Gallahad III's 
son, Gallant Fox. Strongest numerically is the 
line of Domino, with five representatives. Three 
of these, Stimulus, High Cloud, and High Time, 
come through Ultimus, while Pennant and Black 
Toney are sons of Peter Pan. Only other male 
line to have more than one representative is that 
of Cyllene, *Pharamond II, and *Sickle being by 
Cyllene’s grandson, Phalaris. The line of Ben 
Brush, represented last year only by Time Maker, 
is represented this year by John P. Grier. 

In the matter of number of winners and num- 
ber of races won, the leader, for the second year 
in number of winners, and the third in number 
of races won, is Stimulus, owned jointly by A. B. 
Hancock and Marshall Field. *Sir Gallahad III, 
fifth in number of winners in 1934, is second in 
the 1935 list, and Wise Counsellor, sixth in num- 
ber of races won last year, has moved into sec- 
ond place in this respect. The leaders in these 
divisions are as follows:

The more or less established style in America 
is to credit participants in dead heats with one 
race each, in opposition to the English practice 
of crediting each horse with half a race. There 
were 20 dead heats in 1935, a greater number 
than have been recorded since adequate statistics 
have been kept. In the 1935 totals below these 
20 dead heats are counted as one race to each 
of the 40 participating. The 1934 figures included 
but six dead heats. Comparative figures for the 
last six years:

DON LEON’S retirement was caused by a collision 
with a runaway horse, in which his shoulder was in- 
jured. To that date he had never taken a lame step, 
though he had raced four seasons, and started 48 times 
and won $61,665. 

DON LEON'’S most brilliant stakes performances oc- 
curred in the Idle Hour Stakes (118); Cincinnati Tro- 
phy (122); Chicago Juvenile Handicap (122); Queen 
City Handicap (119); Bashford Manor Stakes (125); 
Eastern Shore (119—beaten by Equipoise); Orphanage 
Stakes (127); Washington Handicap (111); Hialeah 
Highweight Handicap; Hialeah Inaugural Handicap.
